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HONEST BUSINESS 
CAN GO AHEAD---TAFT 


None but the Dishonest Need Ex- 
pect Interference, He Says 
in Speech. 


NATION’S EASTERN POLICY 


Differs from That of England, He Tells 
Women of Methodist Foreign 
Missionary Society. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 5.—Speaking to the 
Cincinnati Commercial Club, of which he 
has been a member for fifteen years, 
Willam Howard Taft to-night brought 
every member of the club to his feet in an 
address, sounding the keynote of pros- 
perity for the country for the next four 
years, 

“Every business man who is obeying 
the law,”’ he ‘may go ahead with 
all the energy in his posSession; every en- 
terprise which is within the statutes may 
proceed without fear of interference from 
the Administration, when acting legally; 
but all interests within the jurisdiction 
of the Federal Government may expect 
a rigid enforcement of the laws against 
dishonest methods.” 

Triks of China and England. 
ch was made by Mr. Taft 
to-day in Trinity Methodist Episcopal 

Church. Ile talked to 2,000 women, in- 
cluding the Gey®ral Executive Board of 
the Women's Foreign Missionary Society 
of that church. He was introduced by 

Lishop J. C. Hartzell, and was reccived 
with a remarkable demonstration, Every 
one in the audience had been supplied 
with flag and every one arose and 
waved the flag. In speaking of China Mr. 
Taft said: 

“China is one of the greatest countries 
of the world, and is capable of wonderful 
development. It has maintained almost a 
stationary position through all its history. 
It is now turning toward civilization, con- 
servatively, but turning, and learning 
lessons in development. It is the greatest 
movement in the world to-day. 

“Our relations to China and the Phil- 
ippines have been most sentimental up to 
this time, but they are now becoming 
commercial and political. We are teach- 
ing them personal responsibility, and this 
is having a decided effect through the 
,Orient. England does not sympathize 
“with us in this movement. They believe 
in physical devélopment and putting the 
people under the law, but not in educa- 
tion and self-government. We must pre- 
pare these Eastern people, make them 
fit for self-government, that they will 
not be led astray by momentary aberra- 
tions and so lose the advance they have 
made.”’

ROME, Nov. 5.—The Tribuna in an ar- 
ticle on William H. Taft recalls his visit 
to Rome in 192, and the excellent im- 
pression he made on Pope Leo XIII. To 
Mr. Taft Pope Leo expressed the hope 
that he would one day realize his dream 
of having an American diplomatic repre- 
sentative accredited to the Holy See.

He did not 
come downtown again until last week, 
when he was twice at the Standard Oil 
building.

Della May 
Klock was then 17, and young Dessaur 
became infatuated with her. Despite the 
protests of his own and the girl’s parents, 
he continued to meet the girl, and in De- 
cember, 1904, he and Della May went to 
New York and were married at St. Thom- 
as’s Church by the Rev. Father Lennon. 

Dessaur’s father purchased a fine farm 
near this city and the young peaple went 
there to live. According to the wife's 
story, Dessaur's brutality commenced 


shortly after the child, Dorothy Louise 
| 
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was born, and eight months ago she fled 
to her parents’ home. After this young 
Dessaur made several attempts to get 
possession of the child and tried to take 
her away from her grandfather on the 
street one night. 

Then Mrs. Dessaur asked the authori- 
ties to have a commission inquire into 
her husband's sanity.. Dr. L. G, Distler 
and Dr. H. J. Powelson saw young Des- 
saur, but before they could examine him 
his attorneys, F. H. Finn and Howard 
Starr of this city, appeared and refused 
to let him be examined. Shortly after 
this young Dessaur was a patient at a 
private sanitarlum at Goshen for some 
time. 

The wife heard nothing further from 
her husband until the kidnapping of to- 
day.

Her owner, 
the Metropolitan Steamship Company, is 
one of C. W. Morse’s navigation lines, 
and is in the hands of a receiver.

That is a matter of right, and as soon as 
it has been granted, it is expected that an 
application will be made to one of the 
Judges of the Circuit Court of Appeals to 
grant the prisoners bail. 

The end of the three weeks’ trial, when 
it did come, was quite unexpected: “The 
jury, which redred on Wediesday ~at- 
ternoon, had been in -twiee during ‘the 
day, one to ask the court to explain onee 
more the law relating to conspiracy, and 
later to have the evidence relating to the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company loan read 
over. 

The dinner hour was drawing near, the 
crowd had mainly dispersed, and the lawe 
yers were fretfully asking any 
indication would be given them the 
intentions of the court sitting in 
the evening in case a verdict was reached. 
Then suddenly word was spread by Judge 
Hough's Marshal that the jury was ready 
and would report the verdict immediately. 

Morse and Cartis Cheerful. 


Mrs. Curtis had broken down complete. 
ly in the morning, worn out with anxiety, 
and was not present when the jury 
brought in the verdict. Mrs. Morse and 
a friend were sitting in one corner of 
the court with her son Harry. Mr. Cur- 
tis’s sister, Mrs. Carroll, and a friend 
were the only other women present. Be- 
fore the jury filed in Mr. Morse went 
and sat beside his wife and trie d,to talk 
as gayly as ever. Mr. Curtis sat neryous- 
ly at the table alone. As the afternoon 
had worn on and there had been no sign 
of a verdict, he had plucked up his spir- 
its and had moved about more cheerfully 
than since the trial had begun. 

A long wait ensued before the twelve 
men filed into their Mr. Morse 
moved over to Mr. Curtis, and then the 
Judge took his seat. The clerk called 
on the foreman, John F. Elder, and 
asked: 

“Are you agreed on your verdict?” 

“We are.” 

“How do you find these defendants 
guilty or not guilty?” 

“We find that on the charges of cone 
spiracy both Charles W. Morse and Al- 
fred H. Curtis are not guilty. On the 
charge of misapplication of funds we find 
both the defendants gullty. On the 
charge of false entries we find them also 
both guilty.” * 

The foreman’s voice shook as he went 
on:

Mrs. Morse bore the 
sentence without a perceptible quiver, 
but her friend reached a hand and 
laid it on her arm.

The omy motion that can now 
come before the court is a motion on the 
part of the District Attorney for sen- 
tence.” 

“T intend to move that 
morning,’ said Mr. Stimson. 

“In the meantime the law must take 
its course,”” ruled the Judge. ‘‘ These men 
are in the custody of the United States 
Marshal.”’ 

“Then they must go to the Tombs for 
the night,” cried Mr. MacFarlane in de- 
spair. *“‘I fail to see how justice is helped 
by keeping them there for two days.” 

“This court stands adjourned until to- 
morrow morning at 10:30 o’clock,’’ chant- 
ed the Clerk, and the Judge hastened 
from the bench. : 

Mrs. Morse had moved across to sit by 
her husband for the last few minutes. As 
the Marshal tapned him on the shoulder 
she threw her arms around his negk and 
kissed him. Mrs. Carroll had come to bid 
farewell to Mr. Curtis. She was almost 
fainting, and as she clasped him to her 
breast her cries rang out through the 
courtroom. Tears were trickling down 
his face, too, and half supporting her he 
followed the Marshals out through the 
door behind the Judge's chair. : 

After a brief stay in Marshal Henkel’s 
office the prisoners were escorted to the 
Tombs. They walked up Broadway and 
along Centre Street, guarded by six mar- 
shals.. They were not handcuffed, and 
that was the only privilege allowed them. 

At the Tombs Warden Flynn received 
them and took their pedigrees. They 
described themselves as follows: 


Charles W. Morse, 728 Fifth Avenue; 
white; 52 years; born in the United States; 
married; Protestant; broker. 

Alfred H. Curtis, 303 West Bighty-fourth 
Street; white; 54 years; born in the United 
States: married; Protestant; banker. 


Morse and Curtis in One Cell. 


They were then locked in together in 
one cell, No. 726, on the seventh tier, 
which is reserved for Federal prisoners. 
Two cots are provided, one above the 
other, as on shipboard, and the only other 


furnishings are the scanty necessaries al- 
lowed to convicts. 

The defendants, though convicted on 
only two charges, are held on fifty-three 
separate counts. Of these twenty-three 
apply to the misapplication of funds and 
the other thirty to false entries. The 
penalty for each of these is imprisonment 
for not less than five or more than ten 

ears, so that they could be sentenced to 
mprisonment for 530 years. As a mat- 
ter of fact a court usually decides for 
how many years’ a prisoner should be 
detained, and directs that the penalty for 
the different counts should run concur- 
rently. 4 

It is not believed, however, in the event 
of bail being granted by a Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals that either pris- 
oner will begin to serve his term for 
feveral months, perhaps a year, if the 
convictions are affirmed. The February 
calendar of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
is now being drawn up. In order to enter 
the case upon it, it will be necessary to 
prepare a record, to make motions, and 
exchange briefs with the District At- 
torney. 

Great expedition would be necessary to 

repare these documents in time for the 

February term, and it is. possible that 
the appeal will not be ready for entering 
before the next term of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. That will take place next 
October, so that the final disposition of 
the case may not be until about this time 
next year. There is no appeal from the 
Circuit Court of Appeals to the Supreme 
Court at Washington. 

The verdict was not altogether tnex- 
pected by those awaiting it. At 11:30 in 
the forenoon the jury had come into court 
and had asked Judge Hough to read those 
parts of his charge dealing, with con- 
spiracy. He complied with their request, 
and laid down that there were two things 
necessary to prove it, evidence of an 
agreement and evidence of an act to car- 
ry out the agreement, which in itself 
might be innocent. 

In reply to a question from Juror Ed- 
ward C. Burgess the court advised the 
jury that it was theirs to judge of the 
intent of an act from the facts brought 
cut in the testimony. It seemed clear to 
the spectators that the jury had made 
up their minds that the defendants were 
guilty of one gt least of the. other 
charges, and had got as far as consider- 
ing if conspiracy was also to be added 
to their crime. 

Mrs. Curtis Breaks Down. 


So apparently it seemed to Mrs. Curtis. 
With the keenest anxiety she listened to 
the court’s words. As the jurors filed out 
past her seat she scanned each face. 
Then she began to weep quietly. Her 
friends gathered round her and tried to 
comfort her. Mrs. Morse came over from 
her ¢orner and knelt by her side. She 
whispered long and earnestly to her and 
besought her to bear up. But the strain 
was too great. Almost fainting, Mrs. Cur- 
tis was led from the court room, and she 
Was so overcome in one of the anterooms 
that she had to go home. 

At lunch time Mr. Morse had an en- 
counter with a newspaper photographer. 
He was walkiug over to the Astor House 
with his counsel and ran into an ambush 
of camera men. One of them snapped 
him off, and this was too much for Mr. 
Morse. 

“T’'ve had enough of this,” he ex- 
claimed, and hit out at the photographer. 
He struck him in the right eye and hur- 
yxied on into the hotel. The photographer 

icked himself up and departed, declar- 
ng that he would take out a summons 
against his assailant. During the wait in 
the afternoon Mr. Morse was very much 
amused with the accounts of the incident 
in the afternoon newspapers, and read 
them to his wife with much gusto, 

The jury made a second visit to the 
courtroom soon after 3:30 o’clock. They 
asked for the reading of the minutes on 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company trans- 
action. They showed signs of having 
been in an earnest debate, and Hstened 
with marked attention as Mr. Stimson 
and Mr. Olcott read them the evidence 


they wished for. 
This seemed to imply that, after all, 
they had not made up their minds on 
false entries and 


every feature of the 

misapplication charges, and that they 
were going into the evidence systematic- 
ally and thoroughly. Prophecies were 
common that they would be out over an- 
other night, and so their verdict came as 
a-greater surprise to the few who were 
still awaiting it.

Col. Harvey introduced Lord North- 
cliffe to the diners as ‘‘a Priton in every 
fibre of his being, devoted to his country 
as he should be,’and honored by it as he 
should have been-and will ecntinue to be 
—but a Briton free from prejudices, who 
understood /and appreciated the peculiar 
nervous mental force kKnuwn as the Amer- 
ican ‘spirit.”” - 

‘* He-inherited brains, to be sure,”’ said 
Col. Harvey, ‘but so do we all to a 
greater or less degree. The difference 
is that he fed his by, using them. All 
else -than this one Driceless heritage— 
wealth, power, distinction, honor at home 
and abroad—he has won by his own en- 
deavors unaided except by those drawn as 
by a magnet to a sentient, throbbing per- 
sonality.’’ 

Incidentally Col. Harvey extended “a 
little sympathy- to Brother Ridder, who 
is here with us to-night,’’ and then point- 
ed out ‘“‘ that it was easier for a President 
to be an editor than it was for an editor 
to be a President.” 


’ Lord Northceliffe’s Speech. 


Lord Nortcliffe on rising was warmly 
received... .He sajd.in part: . 

“The diffidence “I feel in following 
so many highly distinguished visitors on 


previous occasions is not lessened by the 
presence of such a brilliant assemblage of 
speakers and guests to-night. Your so- 
ciety has been addressed, I know, here 
and in London, by no less a diplomatist 
and lawyer than Mr,: Choate, by that 
great churchman, the late Bishop Potter; 


Grey, who {is go ably guiding the, destinies 
of the Canadian Dominion; by Mr. Bal- 
four, and our Ambassador, Mr. Bryce. 
I have also to follow such a distinguished 
financier as Mark Twain, who but a few 
months ago gave you his edifying story 
of the true causes of your panic, of which 
your prosperous city shows to a visitor no 
evidence whatever. 

‘“‘The object of the Pilgrims is the pro- 
motion of the sentiment of brotherhood 
among .the nations, and especially the 
cultivation of an unwritten friendship be- 
tween the inhabitants of the United States 
and of the British Empire. Those rela- 
tions, which have undergone a _ great 
many family tiffs in the last 300 years, 
have, to the best of my ‘knowledge, rarel 
been so pleasant as at this time, and 4 
doubt not that the work of the Pilgrim 
Society -and*the’ good fellowship it has 
engendered have done much toward fur- 
thering the unity of the greatest Republic 
of the world and that empire to which Is 
attached ane-fifth of the world’s people. 


The Rock and the Pilgrims. 


“There have been times when, from the 
point of view of John Bull, we should 
have felt a little happier if, instead of the 
Pilgrims landing on Plymouth Rock, 
Plymouth Rock had landed on the Pil- 
grims. There have been times also, as on 
the occasion when the ladies of the Unit- 
ed States fitted out a hospital ship for 
the help of. our soldiers in the South Afri-

I 
do not remember that any other people 
ever fitted out a hospital ship ,for us, 
though there was a good deal of talk of 
fitting out ships of another description.

Financiers are al- 
ways in panics; the politicians are all en- 
gaged in grafting from each other; there 
is only one law, and that the unwritten 
one. ut when I come here all the Amer- 
icans I meet are of an extranely normal 
tyne,*and I find a steady growth and 
prosperity: unexampled in my personal 
observation. e 


Not in the Cable News. 


The cable, unfortunately, tells too lit- 
tle of the pubiie spirit of the United 
States or of its straining after such ideals 
as are expressed by the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the new Library, the Mu- 
suem of Natural History, Mrs. Mills’s ho- 
tels, the Bronx Zoologtcal Gardens—the 
finest, I believe, in the world—and your 
splendidly equipped hospitals. If there 
be one element that must strike the least 
observant stranger visiting any of the 
great cities it is the evidence of a public 
spirit of unexampled strength, which re- 


turns to the people in these’ forms the 
wealth that has been wrung from the 
soll and the mines or won by commerce 
and industry. 

“In the rush of modern journalism there 
{s often not sufficient time to give pause 
for the consideration of anything except 
immediate and urgent news. But there 
are On both sides of the Atlantic news- 
papers of less speed and greater spacious- 
ness, which acquaint the people with 
other things than politics, stock markets, 
and what the French call faits divers. 
And since your Chairman has referred to 
my association with The London Times, 
I may mention that it is my highest am- 
bition to maintain the , traditions that 
newspaper has held for 120 years—trad- 
tions of great aim and breadth of view 
with regard to Hterary, scientific, and 
artistic matters, and the higher progress 
of nations outside of England o for- 
eign newspaper maintains such a staff in 
this country as The Times does, and that 
staff will be increased rather than de- 
creased. 

‘“‘In my humble judgment the more the 
newspapers tell the’ better side of the 
other peoples the quicker becomes the 
international understanding. Beyond 
question, therefore, a newspaper can 
serve an immense purpose, and especially 
in times of crisis, by remembering ‘that 
a drop of ink makes mililons think,’ and 
that a ‘smartly’ written article may do 
vast damage to foreign relations.”

KEPT FROM CONSULTATION 


Tells Magistrate He Was on His Way 
to Syracuse to See a Cancer 
Sufferer. 


Dr. Julian BE. Barrett, a member of the 
Faculty of Johns Hopkins University and 
a fine-looking man of 55 years, wearing 
a white mustache and beard, was ar- 
raigned in the Night Court last night 
on the charge of Miss Katherine Dalton 
of 410 West Thirty-fifth Street, a niece 
of William Dalton, Tammany leader of 
the Fifteenth Assembly District, that he 
had insulted her, The physiclan was 
taken to court by Policeman Kelly of the 
East Fifty-first Street Station, who ar- 
rested him in the Grand Central Station. 

Miss Dalton was not In court, and Kelly 
made the complaint. He said that in the 
Police station the young woman charged 
that Dr. Barrett had asked her if she 


would not accompany him. It developed 
that the physician had addressed the 

Oung woman when she was in the wait- 
ng room at the station with her broth- 
er, James, and her sister, Mrs. Syrvach, 
who was to leave for the Adirondacks 
on the regular express. Miss Dalton 
sprang from her seat and slapped the 
Physician in the face at the same time 
cabling on her brother to help her. 

A special polloeman came up and young 
Dalton got Kelly. Miss Dalton went to 
the station house and made the com-, 
eaiat, being told to go to the Night Court. 

Vhen she did not appear, Magistrate 
Steinert heard Dr. Barrett’s side of the 
story. The physician explained that there 
were a number of children playing on the 
floor of/the station, and that he was 
amused by their antics. He saw Miss 
Dalton laughing at them, too, he said, 
and this led him to observe to her that 
the youngsters seemed to be having a 
good time. He said he meant no harm 
by the remark. 

Dr. Barrett said that his own presence 
in the station was accounted for by the 
fact that he was awaiting the 9:15 train 
to Syracuse, where he had been called to 
attend a consultation. The physician js a 
cancer specialist. Magistrate Steinert 
discharged Dr, Barrett, and he was about 
to leave the court when word reached the 
Magistrate that Miss Dalton’s failure to 
appear against the physician was due to 
illness brought on by her experience, 

Dr. Barrett was recalled to the stand 
and the Magistrate asked tf he would 
promise to reappear in court at 9 o’clock 
this morning, the time when it was said 
Miss Dalton would be able to appear. Dr. 
Barrett protested at being compelled to 
forego his trip to Syracuse after having 
been discharged once, but the Magistrate 
was obdurate, and finally the physician 
agrees to appear

moned, but said it was a great hardship 
to be compelled to postpone his trip to 
Syracuse, where he was expected and 
needed.

!PAWNBROKER SENT TO TOMBS 


For Refusing to Produce Stolen Pledge 
in Court—Paroled Later. 


Donald Cameron, representing a pawn- 
shop in Forty-second Street, was com- 
mitted to the Tombs by Judge Mulqueen, 
in General Sessions, yesterday for refus- 
ing on the advice of his counsel to pro- 
duce as evidence an uncut diamond which 
was said to have been stolen and on 
which $96 had been advanced.

and confessed to pawning one of the gems 
in the Forty-second Street pawnshop. 

When Cameron testified that he had 
the diamond but would not produce it, 
Judge Mulqueen instructed Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Marshall to take the matter 
before the Grand Jury to determine 
whether there was sufficient evidence to 
accuse the person who had accepted the 
diamond of receiving stolen goods. 

“If it were not for people “like you,” 
| said Judge Mulqueen to Cameron, “‘thieves 
would find no market for their goods. A 
boy of 19 could not possibly go into a 
pawnshop to sell an unset diamond with- 
out arousing suspicion.”’ 

When Cameron was taken to the 
Tombs his lawyer applied in the Supreme 
Court for a writ of habeas corpus and 
secured Cameron's release on parole until 
Wednesday next.

Counsel for Fugitive Lunatic Asks 
Supreme Court to Vacate Its Order. 


Counsel for William B. Ellis, who in 
April, 19083, was committed by Supreme 
Court Justice Bischoff to the Rivercrest 
Sanitarium as a lunatic, applied to Jus- 
tice McCall yesterday to vacate this order 
and issue another declaring that Ellis is 
now sane. ‘The court said it could not do 
that, but intimated that Ellis was en- 
titled to a jury trial. Justice McCail took 
the papers in the case and sald he would 
a memorandum directing a proper 
disposition of the case. 

Shortly after Ellis was committed, he 
escaped from the sanitarium, and has 
since remained at liberty by keeping out 
of the State. Jn the course of the argu- 
ment Justice McCall said he had long 


been waiting to give expression of his 
views on the matter of escaped lunatics 
and the failure of the authorities to capt- 
ure them, and he took the present oppor- 
tunity to do so. 

He commented on the proposal laid 
down by asylum authorities that after a 
lunatic had escaped and was not capt- 
ured within thirty days, the officials were 
relieved of the duty of apprehending the 
lunatic. This he described as absurd. 

‘‘T am.one Supreme Court Judge,"’ he 
said; *‘ who will‘not tolerate such an asi- 
nine proposition, and I will do all in my 
power to put an end to such an absurd 
contention. 1 will do all that the law 
requires me to do to protect persons said 
to be insane in their legal rights, but I 
can not, and will not, countenance this 
theory of the authorities of insane asy- 
lums that such an escape and absence of 
thirty days vacates an order of the Su- 
preme Court.’’

NEARING SOLUTION 


France Now Ready-to Exchange 
Regrets with Germany and 
Then Arbitrate Questions. 


{ALARM IN BOTH NATIONS

B. G. GILMORE DEAD; | 
OLD THEATRE MAN 


Came Here Poor More Than Fifty | 
Years Ago and Began Work | 
as a Bartender. |

Established Gilmore’s Gardens, Which | 


Netted Him $75,000 a Year—Acad- | 
emy of Music a Bonanza for Him. 


Edward G. Gilmore, who with Eugene 
Tompkins, owned the Academy of Music, 
and who was one of the famous old-time 
theatrical managers in the United States, | 
died yesterday at his home, 78 Irving | 
Place, of peretonitis. 

‘*Ned” Gilmore, as he was known to 
his friends, was perhaps personally ac- 
quainted with more actors and actresses 
than any other man in the country, and 
was almost as well known in political, 
musical, and hotel circles, having been 
prominent in each of those walks of life 
at one time or another in his career, 


Mr. Gilmore was born in the 
village of Monson, N. H., sixty-nine years 
ago, and came to New York when he was 
15 years old. When he reached the city, 
his friends say, he did not have a cent 
to his name. Mr. Gilmore got a job at the 


Metropolitan Hotel as one of the a

At that time Forrest was playing at 
Niblo’s theatre, adjacent to the hotel, and 
Mr. Gilmore soon developed a fondness 
for matters theatrical, lor four years 
Mr. Gilmore remained with the Lelands, 
all the time waiting for the chance that 
would give him a start in the theatrical 
business. From the Metropolitan Hotel 
Mr. Gilmore went to the Hotel St. Nich- 
olas and later to the Windsor Hotel as | 
buyer of wines and liquors. Next he be- 
came the proprietor of the Hotfman 
House bar, and it was during that time 
that he made hundreds of political friend- 
ships that he retained until the day of his 
death. 

Soon after the Hoffman House ventfre, 
which proved a great success, Mr. Gil- 
more went into politics, and for several 
years was Superintendent of Streets in 
New York. When he gave up that posi- 
tion it was to go into the theatrical bus- 
iness and he rented the old railroad depot 
on the site where Madison Square Garden 
now is, and called it the Gilmore Gardens. 
Patrick Gilmore, who was no relation, but 
who was a great friend of Mr. Gilmore, 
took his brass band to the gardens, and 
it soon became a popular concert estab- 
lishment. 

All the great singers of that era ap- 
peared at Gilmore's Gardens, and later 
Theodore Thomas brought his orchestra 
there for its New York seasons. When he 
gave up the Gilmore Gardens it was to 
take charge of Niblo’s Garden, where all 
the first-class attractions of those days 
appeared for short engagements, Mr, 
Gilmore retained the management of 
that theatre until its end, In 1885 Mr. 
Gilmore married Miss Jessie L. Schwerdt, 
duughter of a well-known portrait paint- 
er and herself the contralto at the old 
Avenue Baptist Church. She

The Academy 
of Music was put up for sale, and Mr. 

Tompkins and I bid it in for $365,000, and 
it hes proved a bonanza for us. An ad- 
| vance of $50,000 on our purchase price was 
offered by the very man we bought it 
from in less than.a month after we bid it 
in. Since then a premium of $200,000 has 
been offered for the house, but we believe 
it is worth $750,000, (this was twenty 
years ago and the value of the property 
has increased since then,) and we would 
not think of selling it for less.” 

“The Old Homestead,’ which had its 
first great run at the Academy of Music, 
in one year paid off more than $130,000 
of the purchase price of the house. Mr, 
Gilmore and Mr. Tompkins never gave up 
the management of the Academy. 

Mr. Gilmore was, the first financial 
manager of Mrs. LeSlie Carter, and with 
Mr. Tompkins was for many years the 
manager of Miss Margaret Mather. 

The arrangements for his funeral had 
not been completed yesterday afternoon. 


PROF. EDWIN EMERSON DEAD.

Clergyman, Poet, Editor, and a War- 
Time Secret Envoy for Lincoln. 


Prof. Edwin Emerson, B. A., D. D., 
the second oldest Princeton graduate and 
one of the oldest natives of New York 
City, died at Yokohama, Japan, on 
Wednesday, in the eighty-sixth year of his 
age, after an unusually active and varied 
life as clergyman, college professor, poet, 
editor, and United States secret envoy. 
He was born on the historic Emerson 
farm, opposite the present site of City 
Hall, in 1822, being a son of James Emer- 
son, and a grandson of Edwin Emerson, 
who were farmers of old, Manhattan in 
Revolutionary days. 

He was graduated from Princeton Col- 
lege in 1846 and from the Princeton Pres- 
byterian Seminary in 1849, working his 
way through college by forming a part- 
nership with Noah Webster, whose dic- 
tionary he helped to print. He was a 
clergyman at Dobbs Ferry and Green 
Castle, Penn., and married Marie Louise 
Ingham, the daughter of Samuel Ingham, 
who was Secretary of the Treasury in 
Jackson’s Cabinet. He was Professor of 
English Literature at Troy University 
till the outbreak of the civil war, when 
his friendship with Lincoln and Seward 
got him the confidential mission of per- 
suading England and France not to rec- 
ognize the Confederate States. 

His sons Harrington and Samuel are 
consulting engineers at 30 Church Street. 
His third son, Alfred, is Professor of 
Archaeology at the University of Chicago. 
His fourth son, George, fs a lawyer at 
79 Wall Street, and his fifth son, 
Emerson, Jr., is a journalist.

There was some disappointment in yes- 
teraay’s market for those who had ex- 
pected that the sharp advance of the 
‘ préceding day would be continued.

Northen Pacific has been the centre of 
80 much mystery for several months that 
the official announcement of the cutting 
of a melon must be a source of regret to 
Ahose who have been utilizing the stock 
ap @ basis for.rrumors. It was the gen- 
eral impression before the market opened 
that the long expected extra distribution 
to stockholders would be announced, and 
the fact that the Directors were to meet 
Was accepted in itself as a verification of 
the belief that at last the mystery was 
to be cleared up. There was some curios- 
ity as to the amount of distribution, 
which had been figured generally at 10 
per cent. That was a round number 
which has done service for some time.

Ore Seles eauets of the Northwestern 


Improvement Company, from which this div- 
idend is paid, have been acquired by it 
through a series of years in the course of its 
business as earnings and profits from its in- 
vestments. No part of them has been de- 
rived from the transportation business. 
Until yesterday’s announcement the 
profits and the extent of the operations 
of the Northwestern Improvement Com- 
pany were unknown to all but a few of 


the 10,000 stockholders of the Northern 


Pacific Railway. 
In explanation of the accumulation of 


this large surplus by a company which is 
a creature of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way, though legally a separate corpora- 
tion, it was said by a Director of the 
Northern Pacific that the improvement 
company, which was incorporated in 1897 
soon after the reprganization of the 
Northern Pacific, has carried on land and 
other operations on a large scalé, and had 
profited by the enormous increase in 
values in the Northwest during the last 
ten years, The company owns large coal 
mines in Montana and Washington, ope- 
rated along the line of the Northern Pa- 
cific. It is also interested in irrigation 
and other land investments. A number of 
years ago it took over the lands of the 
St. Paul & Duluth Railroad, and it has at 
intervals purchased from the Northern 
Pacific itself large tracts of the road’s 
land grant lands. 

In reference to the latter transactions it 
was said that when the Northern Pacific 
needed to sell land for which there was 
not a ready outside market at the time 
the Northwestern Improvement Company 
had frequently purchased such’ lands, 
thus supplying funds to the railway. It 
was admitted, however, that all the capli- 
tal of the improvement company had been 
supplied by the railway. he Northern 
Pacific owns not only all the $2,775,000 
stock of the improvement company, but 
also all of its $7,000,000 of first mortgage 
bonds. These are the only securities of 
the improvement company outstanding. 

The $17,453,000 distribution represents 
the full amount, a Director of the rail- 
way said, of the surplus of the improve- 
ment company barring enough working 
capital to carry on the business of the 
‘poem agg & The distribution, however, 
leaves intact the coal mines which the 
improvement company is operating, and 
also further large tracts of land. 

The Northwestern Improvement Com- 
pany is officered by officials of the North- 
ern Pacific Railway, but the boards of the 
two companies are not identical, not all 
of the railway Directors being members 
of. the improvement company board. 
Howard Elliott and James N, Hill, re- 
spectively President and Vice President 
of the orthern Pacific Railway, hold 
similar positions in the improvement 
company. 

It was noted yesterday that the dec- 
laration of this large extra dividend to 
the Northern Pacific stockholders oc- 
curred when James J. Hill, Chairman of 
the Great Northern and one of the largest 
stockholders in the Northern Pacific, was 
absent from the city.

Banker Denies False Representations 
as to the International Fire Engine 
Company—Jury Hearing Case.

suit, in which Oakleigh Thorne, President 
of the Trust Company of America, ig being 
sued by John W. Herbert, a lawyer of $1 
Nassau Street, for the recovery Of $83,- 
400 obtained, it is alleged, by false and 
fraudulent representations, was begun 
yesterday afternoon before Supreme 
Justice Newburger and a jury, 
Littleton had charge of Mr. 
Thorne’s defense, while ex-Congressman 
Charles E. Littlefield, fresh from the 
Morse trial, represented Mr. Herbert. 
Mr. Herbert charges that in February, 
1902, Charles E. Locke and William C, 
Beer urged him to buy $100,000 worth of 
stock in the International Fire Engine 
Company, a New Jersey corporation, with 
a capital stock of $9,000,000, of which 
$4,000,000 was in preferred shares. He 
alleges that two men told him that the 
company was doing a big business, and 
would pay large dividends. On this, Her- 
bert said he went to see Mr. Thorne, one 
of the underwriters of the stock, and that 
the latter substantiated the favorable 
statements made by Locke and Beer. 
Furthermore, Herbert said, Mr. Thorne 
promised him that if he bought $100,000 
worth of stock, the Trust Company of 
America would lend him $80,000 on it. 
He bought the stock at 90, paying $90,000 
for it. Subsequently the Trust Company

Later Mr. Herbert said he repaid the 
$80,000 loan. Subsequently he discovered, 
he said, that Mr. Thorne had “‘ knowing- 
ly and falsely misrepresented "’ the facts, 
and that the stock was worth but $6,600. 
He said he found the company was not 
making money, but was being run at a 
loss at the time he was induced to pur- 
chase the stock. He, therefore, asks that 
the difference between the $90,000 he 
paid for it and the $6,600 he alleges it to 


be worth be refunded to him, together 


with interest to date, 

Mr. Thorne denies any false represen- 
tations, but admits that the Trust Com- 
pany of America lent Herbert $80,000 on 
the stock, which loan was repaid. 

The only witness examined yesterday 
was Vincent R. Schenck. He testified 
that he was approached by Beer and 
Locke with the suggestion that he inter- 
est his friends in the International Fire 
Engine Company. Documents, including 
a prospectus of the company, which con- 
tained the names of many prominent 
financial men, and @ balance sheet, were 
submitted to him, and he was assured 
that the preferred shares would pay 7 
per cent. and the common stock 6 per 
cent. He was also told, he said, that the 
company was about to close a contract 
with the Government that would give it 
enormous profits. 

Mr. Schenck said he wanted to be per- 
fectly satisfied about the company before 
taking the matter up, so he went to see 
Mr. Thorne about it. The latter reiter- 
ated the favorable statements, and on 
this, Schenck said, he mentioned the mat- 
ter to his friend, Mr. Herbert. 

“Mr. Thorne said he would be very 
glad to have Mr. Herbert interested in 
the company,” said Schenck, “as he 
thought him a very desirable person, and 
would like to have him join the board of 
directors. I saw Mr. Herbert the same 
day, and he said he would‘ consider the 
matter.”’ 

A little later Schenck said that Herbert 
declined the offer of becoming a director. 

“IT saw Mr. Thorne, and told him of 
Herbert's decision,’ testified Schenck. 
“Thorne said, ‘I want you to see Her- 
bert and teH him not to make up his 
mind until I have seen him.’ Thorne 
also mentioned that he would even let 
Herbert have the stock at 85, and also 
asked me to tell Herbert that he wanted 
him to be a director of the Trust Com- 
pany of America.”

ESCORT CAR FROM NEW YORK | 


Enthusiastic Owners WIIl Accompany 
Robertson and Racer Through New 
York and Connecticut Towns. 


The victory of the Locomobile 
Vanderbilt Cup race, the first victory of 
an American car in an international road 
race, will be celebrated at Bridgeport, 
Conn.,, On Monday, with an _ elaborate 
ceremony that will turn the Connecticut 
town topsy turvy. The winning car, 
which is now in New York at the sales- 
rooms of the Locomobile Company, will 
be taken to Bridgeport on Sunday over 
the road to attend the ceremony. In re- 
sponse to numerous requests from vari- 
ous towns between New York and Bridge- 
port it has been decided to run the car 
up through Connecticut on a definite 
schedule, exhibiting it at the various 
places en route. Enthusiastic Locomobile 
Owners desiring to participate in the 
celebration, will escort the car on the 
trip. Some fifty owners will gather at 
the Seventy-sixth Street place, leaving 
New York at 9% o’ciock on Sunday morn- 
ing, and make the entire run. lt is ex- 
pected that other car owners will be 
picked up on the way, so that more than 
100 cars will take part in the turn-out. 

The plans at Bridgeport for the recep- 
tion of the car are very elaborate. <A 
delegation from the Bridgeport Automobile 
Club, numbering probably fifty cars, will 
start from the Connecticut town at noon 
on Sunday and meet the racer at South 
Norwalk. The cavalcade will then re- 
turn to Bridgeport with the car. 

On Monday the civic authorities plan 
various festivities. In the afternoon the 
street car traffic will be suspended on 
various streets, and the car will give 
speed exhibitions through the _ streets 
under police surveillance, while all the 
business houses wil be decorated and a 
general holiday declared.

Motorboat Club Will Not Run Event If 
Not Recognized by Foreign Clubs. 


Turmoil and uncertainty still exist in 
the motorboat world in view of the radical | 
announcement made a short time ago by | 
the Automobile Club of America that it} 
intended to exercise supervision over rac- | 
ing in this country besides controlling 
everything of an international character. 
There has been a ptriod of calm since 
the announcement fell like a bomb among 
the organizations which have been con- 
trolling the sport of mptor boating, but 
it is simply the. lull before the storm. 
The annual meeting of the Motorboat 
Club of America, which conducted the 
international cup race for the British 
trophy last year, will be held on Nov. 18, 
and before that time, unless some basis 
of working in harmony is devised, it 
was learned that the Motorboat Club of 
America had practically decided to aban- 


which by virtue of Dixie IlI.’s victory is 
to be held in the United States. 

Such a step will not be taken unless the 
Motorboat Club of America receives de- 
finite information from the officers of the 
International Motorboat Federation 
abroad that the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica will be recognized as the sole repre- 
sentative of international racing here. 
There is nothing to hinder both clubs be- 
ing recognized by the European : 


The International Federation of Motor- 
boat Clubs is not composed of only one 
club from a country, as is the case in 
the international automobile agreement. 
Germany, France, and England have more 
than one club officially recognized in in- 
ternational racing matters. The Motor- 
boat Club of America has sent for de- 
finite information on the subject, but up 
to the present time nothing has been re- 
ceived toward settling the disputed point. 

Should the Motorboat Club feel at its 
coming annual meeting that it has been 
discriminated against by the foreign clubs | 
action will undoubtedly be taken whereby 
it will refuse to conduct the race next 
year,

The situation would 
be just the same as that which confronted 
the American Automobile Association in 
its recent warfare with the Automobile 
Club. The latter body was recognized 
abroad’as the sole representative here 
for international races. Hence the foreign 
cars that eompeted in the Vanderbilt Cup 
event had to be entered by private own- 
ers, the manufacturers standing aloof. 


With the Automobile Club recognized as 
supreme in motorboating by the European 
clubs manufacturers would decline to en- 
ter an international event through the 
Motorboat Club through fear of disquali- 
fication abroad. At present we do not 
know what the situation will bring forth.” 

It was also learned that ex-Commodore 
Schroeder of the Motorboat Club of Amer- 
ica would make his entry of Dixie II. 
for the Monaco races through the Auto- 
mobile Club of America, and he will prob- 
ably race as a member of the Thousand 
Islands Yacht Club. In the races in the 
St. Lawrence for the American Power 
Boat Gold Challenge Cup Mr. Schroeder 
entered from the Thousand Islands Club 
instead of from the Motorboat Club, and 
as the defending boat next year, Dixie 
II. will represent the St. Lawrence or- 
ganization. 

Should the international race be aban- 
doned by the Motorboat Club it might 
mean that the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica would have to conduct the race, pro- 
vided it were not given up entirely, which 
would be a big disappointment to all mo- 
torboat sportsmen here. The Automobile 
Club thus far has expressed no indication 
of conducting races, only assuming the 
right to sanction race meets and accept 
challenges for international events. A 
more definite statement on the attitude 
of the Automobile Club is being prepared 
which will be announced probably this 
week, and when that is done the rival 
forces will have something more tangible 
to work upon.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Painted Wood Ceiling In Renalssance 
Style Pays 15 Per Cent. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers yesterday settled a controversy 
between the Government and McKim, 


Mead & White regarding the rate of duty 
to accrue on an elaborate wooden ceiling 
imported for a man, whose name was 
carefully safeguarded. 

The ceiling, which contains 500 super- 
ficial feet, contains paintings of various 
human and animal figures. Collector 
Fowler took the view that the importa- 
tion should stand duty at the rate of 35 
per cent. under the provision in the Ding- 
ley tariff for ‘‘ manufactures of wood.” 
McKim, Mead & White being dissatisfied 
with this classification took an appeal to 
the Board of Appraisers, 

Kammerlohr & Duffy, counsel for the 
importer, argued that the ceiling should 
be admitted as a “ painting’’ under Sec- 
tion 3 of the tariff at the rate of 15 per 
cent. in conformity with the reciprocal 
commercial agreement between this coun- 
try and Italy. It was shown at the hear- 
ing of the case that the ceiling has a 
value of $12,000. General Appraiser Mc- 
Clelland says in his decision for the 
board sustaining the importer’s contention 
that the ceiling possesses distinctive char- 
acteristics of an Italian renaissance of the 
sixteenth century and should therefore be 
admitted at the rate claimed by the im- 
porter.
